Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  8th  xUnnual  Report 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Keswick  Urban  District 
Council. 

During  the  year,  the  Derwent  Close  Flatlets  became  ready 
and  the  first  tenants  took  up  occupation  in  December. 

The  ascertainment  of  those  suitable  for  these  flatlets 
involved  the  consideration  of  age.  physical  fitness,  ability  to 
look  after  themselves,  housing  situation,  amount  of  care  and 
attention  available  to  each  from  the  immediate  family,  and 
neighbours,  but  above  all  the  need  for  some  form  of  super- 
\asion  and  help  when  required. 

It  is  anticipated  from  the  beginning  that  because  of  the 
agedness  and  medical  condition  of  some  of  the  tenants  that 
their  condition  will  deteriorate  and  they  may  no  longer  be 
able  adequately  to  look  after  themselves,  even  with  the  help 
of  the  welfare  services.  It  may  be  necessary  to  move  them  to 
a  welfare  home,  to  a  geriatric  unit  or  to  a  hospital  for  the 
chronic  sick.  This  of  course  is  no  different  to  the  provision 
made  for  people  of  similar  age  groups  living  in  ordinary 
housing,  and  as  in  those  conditions,  the  over-riding  consider¬ 
ation  at  all  times  will  be  the  welfare  of  the  aged  person. 

It  is  very  apparent  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  single 
unit  housing  for  single  people  and  couples  over  sixty  five  years 
of  age,  who  have  not  reached  the  stage  of  needing  supervision, 
but  are  able  bodied  and  fit  to  look  after  themselves. 

The  second  part  of  the  report  summarises  the  many 
varied,  and,  although  routine,  time  taking,  activities  which 
fall  to  Mr.  Lusher  to  perform,  and  I  would  like  to  stress  just 
how  well  these  are  performed  and  record  my  thanks  to  him 
for  his  co-operation  and  willingness  at  all  times. 

To  the  Clerk  and  his  staff,  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
who  are  always  most  courteous,  I  would  express  my  thanks 
for  their  help  and  consideration.

The  Tables  of  Vital  Statistics  are  set  out  below,  showing  birth 
rates,  death  rates  and  rates  for  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 

Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  means  of  an  Area 
Comparability  Factor  supplied  each  year  by  the  Registrar  General. 
They  allow  for  varying  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
in  different  areas  and  enable  comparisons  to  be  made  with  figures 
for  other  areas. 

This  year  the  factor  for  births  is  FOO  and  for  deaths  0-86.  The 
total  live  births  were  72,  an  increase  of  fourteen  on  1960.  This 
corresponds  to  a  birth  rate  of  15 '6  per  thousand  of  the  population 
(15'6  corrected)  compared  with  12 '6  in  1960.  Five  of  the  births 
were  illegitimate. 

There  were  2  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This 
represents  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  28  per  thousand  live  births. 

Both  these  infants  died  within  twelve  hours  of  birth,  both 
confinements  being  in  hospital.  In  one  case  there  was  a  concealed 
haemorrhage  which  produced  a  placental  deficiency  leading  to 
prematurity  of  the  infant  with  only  partial  expansion  of  the  lungs  at 
birth.  In  the  other  a  tear  in  the  membrane  covering  the  brain 
caused  haemorrhage  which  was  fatal. 

There  were  no  still  births  in  1961. 

Deaths  at  all  ages  were  86  an  increase  of  21  over  1960  (7  males 
and  14  females).  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  18*5  per  thousand  of 
the  population  (15-9  corrected),  compared  with  14T  (12‘2  corrected) 
in  1960. 

The  increase  was  mainly  in  cancer  deaths  (11)  and  diseases  of 
the  heart  (7). 

Cancer  deaths,  which  were  the  cause  of  one  in  every  five  deaths 
were  mainly  resulting  from  cancer  of  the  alimentary  or  digestive 
system,  over  90%  being  aged  60  years  or  over  and  two  thirds  being 
over  70  years  of  age.  One  death  from  lung  cancer  was  in  a  male 
aged  74  years.  Aleukaemic  leukaemia  was  the  cause  of  death  in  a 
female  aged  71  years.

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iMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  (Tuberculosis). 

Mantoux  testing  and  B.C.G,  vaccination  was  continued  in  1961,  the  age 
group  being  those  born  in  1947,  The  relevant  figures  are  contained  in  the 
table  and  show  that  the  percentage  for  positive  reactors  (i.e.  those  having 
had  contact  with  tuberculosis)  remains  at  much  the  same  level  as  in 
previous  years. 

The  second  table  shows  that  although  there  has  been  a  fall  from  the 
original  figure  of  38-5  in  1956  when  this  was  first  started,  to  24-6  in  1961 
this  does  not  compare  favourably  with  other  areas  in  the  county  or  with 
the  county’s  average  as  a  whole. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  as  before  with  all  ages  up 
to  40  being  eligible.  As  a  group  considered  to  be  especially  at  risk,  all 
school  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  12  years  were  given  an 
additional  booster  dose  (i.e.  4  in  all)  one  year  after  they  had  had  their 
third  injection. 

The  response  by  pre-school  and  school  children  continued  to  be  good 
but  the  interest  shown  by  adults  in  this  personal  protection  is  negligible. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Salk  vaccine  being  used  has  been 
superseded  by  the  oral  Sabin  vaccine. 

Diphtheria. 

The  primary  inoculation  of  babies  and  pre-school  children  against 
this  disease  was  continued  with  118  having  completed  a  course.  The  giving 
of  booster  doses  in  school  children  was  curtailed  because  of  the  necessity 
of  giving  fourth  poliomyelitis  vaccination  doses  during  the  year.  However, 
26  booster  doses  were  given. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Immunisation  against  these  diseases  is  usually  combined  with  diphtheria 
and  completed  before  school  age.  In  all  65  pre-school  children  completed 
a  full  course  in  1961.  A  booster  against  tetanus  will  be  given  every  3  years. 

Smallpox. 

A  total  of  39  primary  vaccinations  and  16  revaccinations  was  carried 
out  during  the  year,  the  majority  of  the  primaries  being  in  babies. 

All  of  these  immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures  may  be  had  at 
the  clinic,  and  the  vaccination  of  adults  against  smallpox  will  be  performed 
on  request.

During  the  year  the  20  aged  persons  flatlets  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  work  was  started  on  the  erection  of  14  Council 
Houses  and  4  semi  bungalows  designed  especially  for  handi¬ 
capped  persons. 

I  must  draw  your  attention  to  the  increasing  difficulty  I 
am  experiencing  in  carrying  out  my  public  health  duties. 
During  the  year  I  have  had  some  £80,000  worth  of  capital 
schemes  in  hand  and  the  supervision  of  these  works  together 
with  a  growing  list  of  other  duties  has  made  it  most  difficult 
for  me  to  allocate  sufficient  time  for  the  inspections  required 
under  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  which  are 
administered  by  the  Council. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
which  I  have  received  from  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  of  the 
Council  and  to  Members  of  the  Council  I  would  offer  my 
thanks  for  their  consideration  and  support.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  ghylls  was  ample  at  all  times  in  the  year 
and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  supplies. 

The  water  in  the  ghylls  is  of  a  high  standard  of  purity  and  requires  no 
treatment  except  screening  and  chlorination. 

37  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year,  28  of 
which  were  regarded  by  the  analyst  as  highly  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  soft  in  character  and  lead  pipes  are  not  used  owing  to 
the  liability  of  plumbo  solvency.  Copper  service  pipes  are  used  through¬ 
out  the  district. 

With  the  exception  of  8  houses  at  High  Briery,  where  there  is  a  stand¬ 
pipe.  all  premises  have  a  piped  supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No  major  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  but  the 
County  Engineer  continued  with  the  preparations  for  a  scheme  for  the 
modernisation  of  the  Works. 


SCAVENGING  AND  REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE 

Three  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  wagons  are  employed  but  two  of  these 
are  used  part  time  on  other  work. 

Very  few  complaints  are  received  and  this  service  is  generally 
satisfactory. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  a  full  time  attendant 
is  in  charge  of  the  refuse  tip.  A  small  bulldozer  is  provided  and  this  is  a 
great  help  in  securing  better  compaction  and  more  effective  covering  of 
the  refuse. 

The  salvage  of  paper  and  cardboard  was  continued  during  the  year 
and  comparative  figures  of  sales  in  the  past  five  years  are  as  follows  : —

CARAVAN  SITES 


There  are  three  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district  and  these  were 
inspected  on  many  occasions. 

The  first  stage  of  the  Derwentwater  Caravan  Site  owned  by  the 
Council  was  opened  accommodating  43  caravans.  The  site  proved  to  be 
very  popular  and  was  fully  occupied  for  a  large  part  of  the  season. 


HOUSING 


Two  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  1961. 

Five  applications  were  made  for  Improvement  Grants  and  Grants  were 
made  in  each  case. 

The  Council  own  a  total  of  366  houses  including  the  20  aged  persons 
flatlets  which  were  completed  during  the  year.  Each  flatlet  consists  of  a 
bed  sitting  room,  kitchen  and  separate  toilet  and  washbasin.  The  building 
is  centrally  heated  and  all  flats  are  connected  to  the  Warden’s  flat  by  an 
electric  bell  system.  The  Communal  room  and  guest  bedroom  has  been 
tastefully  furnished  by  the  Cumberland  County  Council  and  a  television 
set  has  been  installed  and  maintained  free  of  charge  by  a  private  company. 
This  is  the  first  scheme  of  its  kind  in  the  County  and  many  delegations  from 
other  Authorities  have  visited  the  flatlets  both  before  and  after  completion. 
1  am  sure  that  these  flatlets  fulfil  a  great  need  in  the  district. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

27  milk  samples  were  submitted  to  the  analyst. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960,  the  duty  to 
licence  dealers  for  bottling  or  dealing  in  milk  of  any  special  designation 
was  transferred  to  County  Councils. 

Under  a  local  arrangement  made  in  this  County,  the  inspection  work 
will  still  be  carried  out  by  the  local  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  19  such 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  all  meat  is  trans¬ 
ported  from  abattoirs  outside  the  district. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  food  stuffs  for  which  certihcates 
of  unsoundness  were  issued  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  : — 

215  lbs.  cooked  meat,  42  lbs.  fish,  7  tins  beef,  57  lbs.  frozen  poultry  and 
205  tins  of  various  foods.  These  food  stuffs  were  removed  by  the  refuse 
collectors  and  buried  at  the  refuse  tip.
